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Just  a Minute 


Being  one  of  the  persons  who  be- 
lieve that  Commemoratives  play  an 
important  part  in  numismatics,  I 
hate  to  see  our  Commemorative  Half 
Dollars  used  as  a political  foot- 
ball. Certain  pressure  groups  have 
been  able  to  issue  as  many  as 
eighteen  coins  of  the  same  design, 
changing  only  the  date  and  mint 
mark.  Other  organizations  spon- 
soring a truly  historical  event, 
but  not  represented  by  the  proper 
political  interests,  can't  even  get 
a bill  reported  out  of  committee. 

Commemorative  coins  could  not  on]y 
be  a medallic  history  of  our  coun- 
try,  but  could  be  representative  of 
the  finest  design  and  art  work  of 
which  our  generation  is  capable. 

Some  of  the  Commemoratives  issued 
are  of  fine  workmanship  and  truly 
historical.  However,  there  are  too 
many  that  have  been  issued  as  a po- 
litical favor,  apparently  designed 
at  the  lowest  possible  cost,  with 
no  worth-while  accomplishment  shown 
from  the  profits  made. 

It  is  too  late  to  do  anything 
about  that  which  is  past,  but  as 
the  largest  potential  buyers  of 
these  coins,  we  certainly  should 
have  something  to  say  about  future 
issues.  To  me  it  would  seem  a 
worth-while  project  for  the  numis- 
matic organizations  and  its  members 
to  try  to  bring  some  sensible  solu- 
tion to  this  farce.  We  would 


welcome  yotir  comments  and  any  con- 
structive solutions  or  criticisms 
will  be  presented  to  the  proper 
authorities . 

NOTE:  The  B.T. Washington  committee 
was  successful  in  getting  a bill 
passed  which  will  allow  them  to  is- 
sue coins  for  3 years  (U  sets,  12 
coins)  commemorating  Geo.W.  Carver,

MINT  MARKS  Alffi  SYMBOLS  ON 
EARLY  COII>E 

In  collecting  old  coins,  marks 
of  origin  should  receive  attention 
first  because  attributing  a coin 
to  its  proper  country,  age  and  the 
reign  in  which  it  was  minted,  is 
of  utmost  importance.  And  then,  if 
possible,  to  determine  the  year  and 
place  of  mintage  which  should  en- 
able the  collector  to  assign  it  to 
the  proper  place  in  his  collection. 

Some  ancient  coins  were  unin- 
scribedj  others  bore  the  name  of 
the  country  of  issue  in  abbreviated 
form.  The  name  of  the  Einperor  or 
Governor  by  whose  orders  they  were 
struck  was  inscribed  upon  the  coins 
of  Imperial  Rome.  The  legends, 
mostly  abbreviated,  generally  added 
some  e:q)lanatory  particulars  so 
that  the  exact  date  of  Roman  coins 
can  often  be  told  from  the  event 
they  commemorate;  also  from  the 
title  of  the  iniler,  or  from  the 
time  of  his  Consulate  or  Tributian 
power . 

The  place  of  mintage  was  added  to 
some  of  the  Roman  coins  and  it  is 
generally  seen  on  Saxon  and  Anglo- 
Norman  issues.  Many  of  the  early 
English  coins  had  certain  mint  marks 
on  them  denoting  the  places  where 
they  v/ere  struck,  as  well  a s the 
name  of  the  moneyer  or  mintmaster. 

In  later  years  the  initials  of  the 
die-sinker  have  been  added. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  there 
is  much  to  be  learned  from  mint 
marks,  and  that  they  have  a bearing 
on  the  value  of  a coin  is  true.  As 
an  instance  of  marks  of  origin,  de- 
noting origin  of  the  metal  and  not 
place  of  mintage,  there  is  the  word 
''Lima"  under  the  bust  of  George  II 
of  Great  Britain,  seen  on  many  of 
his  coins  in  silver  and  gold.  Lima 
was  the  capital  city  of  Peru,  which 
was  a Spanish  possession  in  1739 
when  Britain  was  at  war  with  Spain. 
It  was  near  Lima  that  a British 
fleet  took  a Spanish  treasure  ship, 
in  which  was  no  less  than  •L300,000 
worth  of  gold  and  silver.  This  meta] 
was  used  at  the  mint  and  the  coinage 
from  such  metal  was  impressed  "Lima'.' 

Another  example  of  mark  of  origin 
is  the  place  name  "Vigo"  under  the 
bust  of  Queen  Anne,  most  of  which 
are  dated  1702  and  1703.  In  1702 
Sir  George  Rooke  attacked  a combined 
fleet  of  f'rench  and  Spanish  ships 
in  the  port  of  Vigo,  Spain,  and  cap- 
tured much  bullion  and  plate  which 
eventually  found  its  way  to  the 
Royal  Mint  whern  it  was  coined  into 
currency. 

The  thinness  of  the  hammered  sil- 
ver of  the  middle  ages  made  it  very 
ejsy  for  fraudulent  persons  to  clip. 
Tin  first  serious  attempt  to  prevent 
tJ’i^  fraud  was  made  by  Oliver  Crom- 
wf-11  who  introduced  edge  inscrip-

MONROE  DOCTRINE  HALF  DOLLAR 

On  December  5,  1922,  a bill  was 
Introduced  in  the  United  States 
Senate  by  Senator  Johnson  of 
California,  authorizing  an  issue  of 
fifty  cent  pieces  in  commemoration 
of  the  Monroe  Doctrine. 

Congress  authorized  300,000  pieces 
and  in  all,  2714,077  were  coined  at 
the  San  Francisco  Mint.  None  were 
reported  as  remelted. 

Obverse ; The  conjoined  heads  of 
President  James  Monroe  and  John 
Quincy  Adams  (his  secretary  of 
state).  Below,  "Monroe-Adams, ” the 
names  separated  by  two  links.  To 
left,  "In  (jod  We  Trust."  To  right, 
"I923"  with  "s"  mint  mark  below. 
Around  upper  circumference, "Uni  ted 
States  of  America."  Around  lower, 
"Half  Dollar." 

Reverse ; A representation  of  the 
Western  Hemisphere.  To  the  left,  a 
scroll  or  parchment  and  quill  pen 
separating  the  dates  "l823"  and 
"I923."  Around  upper  circumference, 
Monroe  Doctrine  Centennial."  Around 
lower,  "Los  Angeles."  Designed  by 
Jo  Moro. 

The  Western  Hemisphere  on  the  coins 
is  a reproduction  of  a design  used 
in  1901  for  Pan-American  publicity 
work;  two  females  are  used  to  re- 
present North  and  South  America. 

The  one  representing  North  America 
is  in  a sitting  position  with  her 
right  hand  extended  downward  to  the 
one  representing  South  America. 

The  moving  picture  industry  was 
the  force  behind  the  Monroe  Doctrine 
Centennial  coins.  A Historical  Revue 
and  Motion  Picture  Exposition,  com- 
memorating the  100  anniversary  of 
the  Monroe  Doctrine,  wps  held  during 
June  at  Los  Angeles,  from  which  a 
series  of  educational  films  were 
made. 

One  critic  of  this  coin  said, 

"Even  if  the  force  behind  the  coin 
is  the  moving  picture  industry  of 
Los  Angeles,"  as  stated,  "the  digni- 
ty and  significance  of  this  com- 
memorative coin  should  not  be  com- 
promised by  any  agency." 


BIBLICAL  DESIGN  ON  COINS 

In  1923  when  new  coins  were  to 
be  issued  for  the  Union  of  South 
Africa,  those  in  charge  were  dis- 
cussing appropriate  designs  for 
these  coins  and  what  should  be  on 
the  reverse.  They  decided  on 
suitable  symbolic  designs  and  when 
they  came  to  the  farthing,  one  man 
who  had  read  the  Bible  thought  of 
that  part  of  Matthew  10,  Verse  29  - 
"Are  not  two  sparrows  sold  for  a 
farthing, " so  the  two  sparrows, 
sitting  on  the  branch  of  a South 
African  thorn  tree,  were  put  on 
the  farthing.

CRUDE  COINS  AT  ENGLISH  CORONATIONS 


Price  of  a good  seat  at  the  crown- 
ing of  William  the  Conqueror  was  a 
blank,  and  the  same  was  charged  for 
his  son  and  successor,  V/illiam 
Rufus.  At  that  of  Henry  I,  it  was 
a crocard,  and  at  King  Stephen's 
and  Henry  II 's,  a pollard.  The 
coin  which  changed  hands  frequently 
at  King  Richard's  and  King  John's 
for  an  advantageous  place  was  a 
fuskin,  and  rose  at  Henry  Ill's  to 
a dodkin. 

The  coins  mentioned  above  were 
sort  of  base  money  of  the  lowest 
value,  which  were  imported  into 
England  with  many  other  pieces 
equally  rude  in  their  names.  Most 
of  them  were  later  prohibited  by 
Henry  V in  statue  3- 

In  the  reign  of  Edward  I the  coirs 
began  to  be  more  intelligible,  and 
find  that  for  seeing  the  coronation 
a Q was  given,  or  the  half  of  a 
farthing.  For  Henry  V and 
Henry  Vi's  crowning  it  was  half  of 
a grossus  or  groat  (two  pennies). 

At  Queen  Elizabeth's  it  was  a 
teston,  or  testor  (si^qaence).
